Fold up garments when they are 
“right” to iron instead of letting them 
get dry and then sprinkling them. 
White clothes may need to stay out 
all day in the sun to bleach, but col- 
ored clothes fade if ‘eft until, dry. 
Linen thinws will have just enough 
stiffness if ironed before quite dry. 

Start the dish water to heating—lf 
you haven't a fire in furnace or range 
before you begin to clear the table, 
instead of fidgeting around afterward 
until it gets hot.—M. J. M.
